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DETAILED ACTION 



Receipt is acknowledged of papers filed under 35 U.S.C. 119 (a)-(d) based on an 
application filed in Germany on December 3, 2002. Applicant has not complied with the 
requirements of 37 CFR 1.63(c), since the oath, declaration or application data sheet 
does not acknowledge the filing of any foreign application. A new oath, declaration or 
application data sheet is required in the body of which the present application should be 
identified by application number and filing date. Applicant has not filed also a certified 
copy of the German application as required by 35 U.S.C. 119(b). 

Applicant should submit any information relevant to the claimed invention, 
particularly a copy the German Application 10256316.0, which is material to 
patentability as defined in 37 CFR 1 .56. Note further the indication at page 1 , line 20 of 
a "conventional desalinating method". 

The specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to determine the 
presence of all possible minor errors, e.g., typographical, grammar, idiomatic, syntax 
and etc. Applicant's cooperation is requested in correcting any errors of which applicant 
may become aware in the specification. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 

indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 

applicant regards as the invention. 
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a) . It is unclear what is meant by "a helically awaking layer" recited in claim 1 , line 1 1 
(page 14), within the context of the claimed invention. (Emphasis added). 

b) . Claim 25, as recited, provides for ambiguity with the recitation of "bottom layer... and 
the middle layer are hermetically by clamping.." 

c) . The phrase "excellent quality " in claim 1, line 16 (page 14), is a relative phrase 
which render the claim indefinite. The phrase is not defined by the claim, the 
specification does not provide a standard for ascertaining the requisite degree, and one 
of ordinary skill in the art would not be reasonably apprised of the scope of the 
invention. 

d) . Reciting "an outer cooling assembly" in claim 1, line 7 (page 14), without reciting an 
inner assembly or device provides for confusion in the claims. 

e) . It is unclear whether the heating unit, recited in claim 1, lines 13-14, do in fact 

receive thermal energy from an outside heating device with the recitation of "adapted 

to". (Deleting this phrase in the claim obviates this rejection). 

The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. A nonstatutory 
obviousness-type double patenting rejection is appropriate where the conflicting claims 
are not identical, but at least one examined application claim is not patentably distinct 
from the reference claim(s) because the examined application claim is either anticipated 
by, or would have been obvious over, the reference claim(s). See, e.g., In re Berg, 140 
F.3d 1428, 46 USPQ2d 1226 (Fed. Cir. 1998); In re Goodman, 11 F.3d 1046, 29 
USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 
1985); In re Van Omum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re Vogel, 422 
F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970); and In re Thorington, 418 F.2d 528, 163 
USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1.321(c) or 1.321(d) 
may be used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory 
double patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent either is shown to 
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be commonly owned with this application, or claims an invention made as a result of 
activities undertaken within the scope of a joint research agreement. 

Effective January 1, 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a 
terminal disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 
37 CFR 3.73(b). 

Claims 1-25 are provisionally rejected on the ground of nonstatutory 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-30 and claims 
1-31 of copending Application Nos. 10/726, 209 & 10/726,190 respectively. Although 
the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct from each other 
because the structural elements of the instant apparatus are covered in the claims of 
the above co-pending applications, and vice versa. 

This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection because the 
conflicting claims have not in fact been patented. 

Claims 1-25 are provisionally rejected on the ground of nonstatutory double 
patenting over claims 1-30 and claims 1-31 of copending Application Nos. 10/726,209 
and 10/726,190 respectively. This is a provisional double patenting rejection since the 
conflicting claims have not yet been patented. 

The subject matter claimed in the instant application is fully disclosed in the 
referenced copending application and would be covered by any patent granted on that 
copending application since the referenced copending application and the instant 
application are claiming common subject matter, as follows: interalia, a bottom layer 
having a heating unit with a base comprising a heating chamber with a bottom and an 
inner wall made of thermal-conductive and anti-corrosive material, a heater 
accommodated inside the heating chamber, an impurity depositing area defined in the 
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bottom of the heating chamber, an impurity outlet communicating with the impurity 
depositing area inside the heating chamber, a water inlet communicating with the 
heating chamber to conduct water into the heating chamber, and waste water outlet 
communicating with the heating chamber above the impurity area, a dissociating 
reducing device, a purifying distilling unit communicated with the cracking unit for 
distilling and an outer cooling assembly connected to the top layer. 
Furthermore, there is no apparent reason why applicant depositing would be prevented 
from presenting claims corresponding to those of the instant application in the other 
copending application. See In re Schneller, 397 F.2d 350, 158 USPQ 210 (CCPA 
1968). See also MPEP § 804. 

Claims 1-25 are allowable over the prior art of record. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

a) . Buelna discloses the purification of wastewater. 

b) . Shinkeys discloses the control of alcoholic distillation. 

c) .Osdor discloses a method and apparatus for fresh water production. 

d) . Aoki et al discloses an apparatus for treatment of a solution. 

e) . Kott et al discloses used of detergent in a device.
